Again have we put in a part of the week in 
the mountains, this time at Sonora, the county 
want to.

In the 
mountain mining town people sit down and talk 
to each other without the formality of an intro-

thave Spent nearly twelve years in Richmond and 
away from th mountains the party of the sec- 
ond part would have a suspicion you were going 
to try to pick his pocket. In SoNora you can 
hang up your coat and vest, with pocketbook and 
watch in it, in a hotel waiting room, and go 
away and leave it, and no one will touch it or 
give it a thought. In some other places you are 
lucky if you retain the gold fillimg in your teeth 
and need two kinds of locks on the doors. We 
did that very thing Friday at Sonora—left coat 
and vest hanging in a hotel office room where 
Ofty men were sitting around smoking. There 
was a gold watch and other things of value in 
the pockets, but it was too hot to want a coat 
or vest, and we know mountain mining towns 
enough to know they 
are honest and depeNdable In San Francisco not 
only the gold watch would have been gone but 
the coat and vest also.

os people of mountaip mining towns ‘do 
not life so strenudtisty— they are never in 
a huey, and what they dont get done today 
tomorrow, or some other: day. Still, they 
have gienty, aud yet pay a little more for what 
they get than we do here. For instance, you ride 


the street cars, and when the jitneys were run- 
tiing it was five cents. At Sonora you ride up 
‘town from the depot in a jitney and pay two- 
bits. Nobody minds it, because they have the 
two-bits to spare, evidently. Hotel accommoda- 
tions are not any higher, though, or restaurant 
rates. The industries are mining, lumber and 
cattle, with a Number of planing mills, box fac- 
tories, rock crushing plants and several other 
factories. Wages are high and there is plenty of 
‘work for anybody who desires to do it. We are 
quite apt to do some mining over in that coun- 
try th® comiNg winter, which is the why of all 
this fhvestigation. We have mined for twenty 
years in the West afd Old. Mexico, and ‘always 
dnvestigate very carefully and rospect thorough- 
ly, Mining is no more hazardous than any other 
business if it is gone into Iintelligen’ly. In fact, 
it is not as uncertain as merchandlzing. The 
trouble is that people blunder into it without in- 
‘vyéstigation and take too much for granted 


One thing is noticeable, in both the valley 
towns and the mountain towns, aNd that is the 
fact there is no class talk aNd no class hatred, 
or clashes between employer and employe. Maybe 
labor i8 not organized over there, but -be that as 
it may, there is no friction apparent Building is 
going on, everybody seems, to be busy as can 
_ be, with apparently plenty of work at satisfactory

The scenery over around Tracy is very much 
in evidence.
